Mr,  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  annuel  report  for 
the  year  1958. 

The  population  figure  for  1958  of  the  Registrar 
General  remains  the  same  as  for  the  previous  year.  The  number 
of  inhabited  houses  remains  at  the  figure  of  671,  with  the 
Borough  possessing  157  council  houses. 

The  Birth  rate  during  1958  is  less  by  three  than 
what  it  was  in  1957,  and  the  number  of  illegitimate  births  are 
also  less  by  three.  No  stillbirth  was  recorded. 

More  males  than  females  died  in  1958,  a  reverse  to 
the  situation  the  previous  year.  Again  there  was  no  Maternal 
Death  nor  loss  of  an  infant  under  one  year  in  the  Borough. 

The  main  causes  of  death  has  again  been  due  to  diseases 
of  the  heart  followed  by  cancer  and  then  strokes.  There  was  no 
death  due  to  tuberculosis,  1956  was  the  last  year  when  2  deaths 
occurred  due  to  this  particular  disease. 

One  case  of  tuberculosis  was,  however,  recorded,  that  of 
a  boy  aged  13  years  A  total  number  of  60  cases  of  mgasles  were 
notified  in  contrast  to  none  during  1957. 

The  number  vaccinated  against  smallpox,  diphtheria  and 
whooping  cough  remain  at  a  satisfactory  level  and  the  parents 
within  the  Borough  are  again  to  be  complimented  for  the  co-op¬ 
eration  and  foresight  in  accepting  such  preventive  measures 
against  these  infectious  diseases. 

The  health  within  the  Borough  during  1958  was  satisfactory 
and  appreciation  is  again  felt  for  the  excellent  work  and 
co-operation  of  all  the  General  Practitioners  in  Beaumaris. 

The  sanitary  situation  of  the  Borough  for  1958  is 
reported  upoh  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector,  His  industrious 
foresight  in  his  regular  and  frequent  inspections  is  highly 
complemented  and  appreciated.  The  pleasing  circumstances  of  the 
health  of  the  district  is  largely  due  to  his  excellent  work.  It 
is  recommended  that  his  observations  regarding  the  Drainage  and 
Sewerage  Disposal  within  the  Borough  should  receive  the  Council’s 
consideration. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  thank  you  Mr.  Mayor,  and 
lAambers  of  the  Council  for  your  interest,  and  the  Town  Clerk, 

Public  Health  Inspector  and  Officers  of  the  Council  for  their 
co-operation  and  help.

Vaccination  against  Smallpox. 

A  total  of  24  children  were  vaccinated  for  the  first 
time  during  the  year,  and  8  others  were  re-vaccinated , 

Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis. 

B.C.G.  vaccination  is  carried  out  by  the  Chest 
Physician  in  collaboration  with  the  County  Ifedical  Officer  and 
his  staff.  The  scheme  provides  for  the  vaccination  of  new-born 
infants  born  into  tuberculous  households  and  of  tuberculin 
negative  contacts  of  known  cases.  During  1958,  one  such 
vaccinations  were  carried  out  in  the  Borough. 


Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough  Immunisation. 

A  total  number  of  21  children  were  immunised  for  the 
first  time  against  Diphtheria  during  the  year,  and  17  were 
immunised  against  Whooping  Cough.
